Almost at the outset of my journey from 
Fort Leavenworth, while yet upon the edge 
of the Indian border, I had the good fortune 
to fall in with a couple of thin-necked sallow 
persons, in patchwork pantaloons, conduct- 
ing Northward wagon-loads of Indian corn, 
which they had obtained, according to their 
own account, in barter from a squatter for 
some silver spoons and afeather bed. Their 
character was disclosed by their eager re- 
quest of a bite from my wallet; in default of 
which, after a somewhat superftuous scrip- 
tural grace, they made an imperfect lunch 
before me off the softer of their corn ears, 
eating the grain as horses do, from the cob. 
I took their advice to follow up the Missouri; 
somewhere not far from which, in the Potta- 
watamie country, they were sure I would 
encounter one of their advancing companies. 

I had bad weather on the road. Exces- 
sive heats, varied only by repeated drench- 
ing thunder _— knocked up my horse, 
my only,traveling companion; and otherwise 
added to the ordinary hardships of a kind of 
life to which I was as yet little accustomed. 
I suffered a sence of discomfort, therefore, 
amounting to physical nostalgia, and was, in 


\fact, wearied to death of the staring silence 


of the prairie, before I came upon the objects

Washington’s Farewell Address. 

Gen. George Washington in his farewell address 
being endowed with the spirit of truth, and fore- 
secing thuta day would come when party spirit 
would run high, and that it would distract the 
councils of the nation, and admit of Foreign influ- 
ence to creep in; and thut party spirit, if allowed, 
would soon get so hot that the utmost diligence 
‘end caution would not ; revent it from bursting in- 
to a flame and thereby consuine the nation. 

We make the following beautiful extract from it: 


“TI have already intimated to you the 
danzer of parties in the State. with particu- 
lar reference to the founding of them on geo- 
graphical discriminations. Let me now take 
a more comprehensive view, and warn you, 
in the most solemn manner, avainst the bane- 
ful effects of the spirit of party generally. 

This spirit, unfortunately, is inseparable 
from our nature, having its rootin the strong- 
est pussions ofthe human mind. It exists 
under different shapes in all governments, 
more or less stifled, controlled, or repressed; 
but in those of the popular form it is seen in 
its greatest rankness and is truly their worst 
enemy. 

** The alternate domination of one faction 
over another, sharpened by the spirit of re- 
venge, natural to party dissension, which, in 
different ages and countries, has perpetrated 
the most horrid enormities, 1s itself a fright- 
ful despotism. But this leads, at length, to 
amore formal and permanent despotism. 
The disorders and miseries which result, 
gradually inciine the minds of men _ to 

seek security and repose in the absolute 
power of an individual ; and sooner or later, 
the chicf of some prevailing faction, more 
abe or more fortunate than his competitors, 
turns this disposition to the purposes of his 
own elexation on the ruins of public liberty. 

*¢ Without looking forward to an extrem1- 
ty of this kind, (which, nevertheless, ought 
not Ww be eutirely out of sight,) the common 
and continual mischiefs of the spirit of party 
are sufficient to make it the interest and duty 
of a wise people to discourage and restrain 
it. 

“It serves always to distract the public 
councils, and enfecble the public admministra- 
tion. It ayitates the community with ill- 
founded jealousies and false alurms ; kin- 
dies the unimosity of one part against an- 
other ; foments, occasionally riot and insur- 
rection. Itopens the door to foreign influ- 
ence and corruption, which find a facilitated 
access to the Government itself, through the 
channels of party passions. ‘Thus the policy 
and the will of one country are subjected to 
the policy and will of another. 

‘There is an opinion that parties, in free 

countries, are useful checks upon the admin- 
istration of the Government, and serve to 
keep alive the spirit of liberty. This, within 
certain limits,is probably truce; and in gov- 
ernnments ofa monarchical cast, patriotism 
may Jook with indulgence, if not with favor, 
upon the spirit of party. But in those of 
the popular character, in governments pure- 
ly elective, it is a spirit not to be encourag- 
ed. From their natural tendency, it is cer- 
tain there will always be cnough of that 
xpirit for every salutary purpose. And there 
being constant danger of excess, the ef- 
fort ought to be, by force of public opin- 
ion, and assuage it. A fire not 
to be quenched, it demands a uniform vig)- 
lance to prevent its bursting into a flame, 
lest, instead of warming it should consume.

We publish the following letter by request of a 
gentleman at Council Bluffs. The signatures we 
are acquainted with and acknowledge them to be 
genuine. A.W. Babbitt, who came here on an 
celectioueering tour acknowledges them, and also 
claims to be under their instructions to go to Wash- 
ington to transact business for the people of Deser- 
et. If he was the Delegate of the people of the 
Great Basin, and sent to Washington to transact 
business for the inhabitants of that place—which we 
l ave no doubt —why did he transcend the bounds of 
his mission, and leave the interests of the people of 
Deseret to take care of theinselves at Washington 
and run to Kanesville to advise the people of this 
place if they did not vote the Locofoco ticket, to 
undertake to procure any kind of Government 
for Deseret would be useless! If Congress does 
not thnk proper to establish a State or Terri- 
torial Government in Deseret, perhaps, she will 
be able to :ustain herself a year or two longer, 
as well as she has herctofore. Why did Mr. Bab- 
bitt forsuke the interests of the people of Deserct at 
Washington to come here and spend $500 dollars to 
try to prevent men from voting the Whig ticket, 
according to his own acknowledgement in a public 
speech ?

Lettcr of John Taylor to the French. 
We have received the “InTERPKETER’’ published 
at Boulogne, France, dated June 25th, containing 
Br. John Taylor’s proclamation to the French pec- 
ple. It is worthy the perusal of all: 

To the Editor of the “IxtERPReTER.”’ 

-BovLoGNE-SUR-MER-, 
| June 25th, 1850. 

My Dear Sir: — As I perceive by your 
paper that. you are liberal in you sentiments 
and that your columns are open to all pro- 
fessions, 1 have taken the liberty of forward- 
ing to you the following communication for 
an insertion in your excellent journal. 

I have Jately arrived at Boulogne in com- 
any with three other gentlemen Mr. Curtis 
t. Bolton, Mr. John Pack, and Mr. William 
Fowell. Weare Elders of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints : We have 
come to Boulogne for the purpose of preach- 
iny or lecturing on the religious principles 
believed in by us as a people, and we are 
desirous of laying those principles as fully 
before all classes of the citizens of Boulogne 
as circumstances will admit of. What those 
principles are, will of course be more fully 
developed in the lectures which will be giv- 
en; but at present I will give a brief syn- 
opsis or outline of the leading items of our 
faith. But before I commence, perhaps it 
may be prowet to answer one or two ques- 
tions that I have had put to me frequently 
since my arrival here. Have you any political 
object in view! No. We are ministers of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and have come to teach 
his word as committed unto us and desire to 
infringe on no man’s rivhts: nor to interfere 
with the government or policy of this nation.
